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REPORT  OP  THE  BOARD  OP  SELECTMEN 


Chatham,Mass. 
January  5,  1948 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Chatham : 

During  the  year  1947,  your  Selectmen  have  made  every 
effort  to  carry  out  all  of  the  requests  made  in  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  and  the  Special  Town  Meeting  previously 
held  in  the  High  School  Auditorium. 

The  Town  appropriated  $21,750.00  for  improvement  at 
Stage  Harbor  and  we  now  find  there  are  no  Federal  Funds 
available  at  the  present  time  for  the  accomplishment  of  this 
work.  We  are  informed  by  the  War  Department,  Corps  of 
Engineers,  that  no  allotment  for  this  project  would  be  made 
before  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1,  1951  and  it  seems 
to  us  hardly  necessary  to  hold  this  appropriation  over  until 
that  time.  We  recommend  that  this  money  be  returned  to 
the  excess  and  deficiency  account. 

We  have  laid  out  Bay  View  Road  extending  from  the 
Main  Highway  near  the  South  Chatham  Ladies  Circle  of  In- 
dustry building  to  the  road  at  the  Radiomarine  Corporation 
Station  in  South  Chatham. 

We  completed  the  purchase  of  the  Old  Railroad  Prop- 
erty from  Theresa  F.  McDermott  and  Edward  J.  Ziskind  on 
March  7,  1947  and  accepted  deeds  therefor. 

The  dredging  of  Aunt  Lydia's  Cove  for  the  purpose  of 
widening  the  basin  in  this  area  is  now  in  the  process  of 
being  completed- 

The  Town  Landing  at  Chathamport,  the  end  of  Forest 
Beach  Road  and  at  South  Bay  Road  have  been  graded  and 
hardened  which  should  be  ample  for  the  present.  The  Hard- 
ing's Beach  Town  Landing  is  inadequate  at  the  present  time 
to  care  for  the  increased  summer  population  and  during  the 
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week-end  periods  there  is  much  congestion  and  confusion  at 
this  particular  landing.  We  recommend  that  this  year  the 
town  harden  the  landing  by  widening  at  the  easterly  section. 

We  have  held  hearings  on  various  petitions  throughout 
the  year  and  have  granted  several  pole  locations  and  made 
some  changes  in  the  liquor  licenses.

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REPORT  OP  THE  ASSESSORS 

Chatham,  Mass. 
January  5,  1943 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Chatham,  Mass. 
Gentlemen : 

We  hereby  submit  the  Assessor's  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31, 1947. 

The  Assessors  budgeted  out  of  their  1947  appropriation 
$3,338.33  to  purchase  a  Model  1950  Addressograph  equipped 
with  automatic  multi-column  lister  for  commitment  and  val- 
uation sheets  and  your  assessors  called  in  the  Burroughs 
Addressing  Machine  representative  and  through  his  recom- 
mendations we  went  to  Hudson,  Quincy  and  Weymouth  for 
the  purpose  of  seeing  different  types  of  machines  in  opera- 
tion. We  were  greatly  impressed  with  the  way  of  the  work 
being  handled  in  these  different  localities. 

However,  after  further  investigation,  we  found  that 
there  were  other  machines  and  concerns  which  had  devel- 
oped a  process  of  doing  the  tax  book  on  a  commercial  basis. 
This  machine  was  demonstrated  at  the  Gardner  Auditorium 
in  Boston  at  the  Assessors'  meeting  which  we  attended  and 
we  felt  that  wherein  the  writing  of  the  Assessors'  Books  by 
different  methods  was  in  the  development  stage,  rather  than 
to  acquire  a  machine  which  would  be  outmoded,  that  we 
would  wait  until  such  time  as  a  uniform  method  was  ac- 
cepted and  that  all  towns  would  participate. 

The  card  system  which  was  put  into  operation  from  our 
regular  assessors'  appropriation  has  simplified  the  work  and 
with  the  use  of  the  new  electrical  operated  Remington  Rand 
ten  column  adding  machine  we  will  be  able  to  carry  the 
work  along  at  a  minimum  cost  to  the  town  and  follow  our 
present  procedure  until  such  time  as  we  are  convinced  a 
system  has  been  developed.  To  show  the  usefulness  of  the 
card  system,  in  1946  our  tax  rate  was  set  on  April  1st  and 
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the  Commitment  was  not  given  to  the  tax  collector  until 
July  3rd-  In  1947  the  tax  rate  was  set  on  April  28th  and  the 
committment  made  on  June  6th. 

The  citizens  of  Chatham  must  realize  that  as  the  valua- 
tion of  the  town  increases  it  entails  considerable  work  which 
has  to  be  done  within  the  Statuory  time  requirement  and 
eventually  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  adopt  a  system  that 
will  allow  us  to  do  the  work  within  this  requirement. 

We  are  turning  back  this  year  from  the  Assessors'  Ap- 
propriation $3,454.75.

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REPORT  OP  THE  BOARD  OP  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

Chatham.  Mass. 
December  31,  1947 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Chatham,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

The  year  1947  has  been  an  especially  trying  one.  Costs 
on  all  commodities,  especially  food  have  risen-  Requests  for 
general  relief  have  been  more  numerous  and  the  costs  have 
been  high.  It  was  necessary  to  ask  for  an  additional  sum 
of  $750.00  from  the  finance  committee  to  finance  the  cost  of 
general  relief.  Relief  expenses  on  account  of  Chatham 
settled  cases  now  residing  in  other  towns  have  trebled. 

We  have  followed  the  State  budget  plan  in  all  categor- 
ies of  relief  resulting  in  equal  treatment  for  all  recipients. 
The  State  budget  was  changed  on  October  1st.  We  immedi- 
ately put  into  effect  these  changes.  The  added  cost  to  our 
rolls  is  approximately  $150.00  per  month. 

We  are  obliged  to  ask  for  an  increase  in  the  appropri- 
ation for  public  welfare,  general  relief,  and  in  Old  Age 
Assistance.  At  the  close  of  business  December  31,  1946  we 
had  $2,588.52  in  the  Federal  Grant  for  Old  Age  Assistance. 
We  have  practically  nothing  in  this  fund  and  no  backlog  to 
fall  on  at  this  time-  This  in  itself  means  that  the  appropri- 
ation must  be  increased  by  $2,588.52  and  with  the  additional 
aid  authorized  by  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  effect- 
ive October  1,  1947  an  additional  burden  is  put  on  this  ap- 
propriation of  approximately  $2,000.00  for  the  year  1948. 
Instead  of  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $18,000.00  for  Old 
Age  Assistant,  we  must  ask  for  $23,000.00. 

General  Relief  has  so  increased  that  it  will  be  necessary 
to  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $6,000.00.  Of  this,  we  can  ex- 
pect reimbursement  from  the  State  and  other  municipali- 
ties of  approximately  $1,000.00  which  of  course  is  returned 
to  estimated  receipts. 

Actually,  of  course,  we  will  be  reimbursed  by  the  Fed- 
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eral  Government  and  Commonwealth  for  most  of  the  ex- 
penditures for  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  but  the  fact  remains  that  there  is  a  definite  trend 
towards  higher  relief  costs.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Chatham  for  the  period  from 
August  21,  1946  to  September  20,  1947,  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in 
the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine, 
Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Chatham 
for  the  period  from  August  21,  1946,  the  date  of  the  previ- 
ous examination,  to  September  20,  1947,  the  following' 
report  being  submitted  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked 
for  the  period  of  the  audit. 

The  accountant's  ledgers  were  analyzed,  the  appropria- 
tion accounts  being  checked  to  the  town  meeting  records 
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of  appropriations  voted.  A  balance  sheet,  showing-  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  on  September  20,  1947,  was 
prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  an- 
alyzed and  compared  with  the  departments  making  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer,  while  the  payments  by  the  treas- 
eurr  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authoriz- 
ing the  disbursements  of  town  funds. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing 
the  investment  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the 
custody  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed,  the 
income  being  proved  and  transfers  to  the  town  being 
checked  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  cash  book  additions  were  verified,  and  the  treasur- 
er's cash  balance  on  September  20,  1947  was  proved  by  act- 
ual count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of 
the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks 
of  deposit. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  exam- 
ined and  listed.  The  taxes  transferred  by  the  collector 
were  proved,  the  reported  redemptions  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer's  receipts,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were 
reconciled  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  tax  and  motor  vehicle  and  trailer 
excise  accounts  outstanding  according  to  the  previous  ex- 
amination and  all  subsequent  commitments  were  audited 
and  reconciled  with  the  assessors'  warrants.  The  payments 
to  the  treasurer  for  the  several  levies  were  compared  with 
the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the  abatements  were  checked  with 
the  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  re- 
spective accounts  in  the  accountant's  ledger. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  per- 
sons whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money 
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to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the 
outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct- 

The  departmental  accounts  receivable  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  commitments  were  proved,  the  recorded 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treas- 
urer's cash  book,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  proved. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  licenses  and  permits  is- 
sued by  the  selectmen  and  the  town  clerk,  as  well  as  those 
of  the  police  and  health  departments,  were  examined  and 
checked,  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  the  State 
being  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  required 
by  law  to  furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  financial  records  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  of  the  wharfinger,  and  of  the  veterans'  housing 
agent,  as  well  as  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  treas- 
urer's cash  receipts  and  with  the  records  of  the  accountant 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the 
balance  sheet,  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treas- 
urer's and  the  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor 
vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  tax  title,  and  departmental  ac- 
counts, as  well  as  tables  showing  the  condition  and  trans- 
actions of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  cooperation  was 
received  from  the  various  town  officials,  for  which  I  wish, 
on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appre- 
ciation.

My  annual  report  for  1947  is  hereby  presented. 

On  October  14,  1947,  20  bushels  of  clams  were  planted 
at  Cockle  Cove  in  South  Chatham.  They  look  pretty  good 
at  this  time;  20  bushels  were  planted  at  Oyster  River  in 
West  Chatham;  15  bushels  at  Old  Harbor. 

On  October  28,  1947,  61%  bushels  were  planted  at  the 
Cow  Yard  in  North  Chatham.  I  hope  this  will  seed  the  flats 
again.  There  are  a  few  beds  of  clams  coming  in  a£_  quite  a 
few  places.  Gales,  and  shifting  sands  have  a  lot  to  do 
with  maturity. 

We  were  unable  to  get  any  quahog  seed  this  year, 
better  luck  next  year. 

Quahogs  taken  from  Mitchell's  River  areas  were  238

All  stalls  in  building  "B"  continue  to  be  rented  and  the 
packing  house  is  still  occupied  by  the  Ryder  Fish  Company 
at  the  North  End  and  the  Old  Harbor  Fish  Company  at  the 
South  End  of  the  building. 

Early  in  April  both  electric  hoists  were  sent  away  to  be 
serviced  so  as  to  be  in  first  class  condition  during  the  rest 
of  the  year. 

The  list  of  summer  visitors  at  the  fish  pier  showed  a 
marked  increase  over  the  previous  summer,  and  all  agreed 
that  it  was  one  of  the  most  fascinating  places  in  the  whole 
town.

Gentlemen : 

As  Harbor  Master  of  Chatham,  I  wish  to  submit  the 
following  report  regarding  the  activities  of  this  department 
for  1947. 

The  private  aids  to  navigation  maintained  by  the  Town 
of  Chatham  in  Mitchell's  River  and  Mill  Pond  were  placed 
in  service  early  in  the  spring  and  continued  into  service 
until  December  15,  1947,  at  which  date  they  were  removed 
and  placed  in  winter  storage  and  the  U.  S-  Coast  Guard 
notified. 
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Before  the  summer  season  began  a  set  of  concrete  steps 
were  installed  at  the  Little  Mill  Pond  Pier  to  replace  the 
old  wooden  ones,  and  at  about  the  same  time  the  rubber 
raft  was  placed  out  in  the  Oyster  Pond.  Both  of  these  loca- 
tions were  well  patronized  by  swimming  and  bathing  parities. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Chatham  Fisherman's  Asso- 
ciation and  the  cooperation  of  the  Coast  Guard  four  channel 
buoys  were  established  from  the  present  gas  and  bell 
buoy  on  the  bar  to  the  Mattaquason  point  as  aids  to  navi- 
gation for  the  fishing  fleet.  At  Aunt  Lydia's  Cove  late  this 
Fall  dredging  operations  were  begun  to  enlarge  the  pres- 
ent inside  anchorage  basin  and  when  this  work  is  completed 
it  is  expected  that  the  mooring  space  will  be  made  available 
to  take  care  of  all  the  winter  fishing  fleet.  A  range  light 
(flashing  red)  was  established  on  the  North  end  of  the 
Packing  House  roof  for  a  guide  to  and  from  the  fish  pier.

article,  in  such  form  of  contract  and  with  such  clauses  and 
conditions  therein,  as  to  said  committee  shall  seem  meet 
and  proper,  and  in  general  to  do  and  to  act  in  behalf  of 
the  town,  in  the  matters  aforesaid,  within  the  said  amount 
of  Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars  ($15,000.00)  and  to  accept  any 
gift  or  gifts,  money  or  otherwise,  which  may  be  made  to  the 
Town  by  any  individual  or  organization,  for  the  erection  or 
equipping  of  said  building;  and  to  delegate  authority  to 
the  said  committee  to  do  all  things  which  it  is  within  the 
power  of  the  town  to  delegate  in  matters  relating  thereto ; 
and  to  do  and  to  act  any  and  all  things  thereto  pertaining." 

Subsequently,  under  this  motion,  the  moderator  ap- 
pointed the  undersigned  as  members  of  this  committee  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  article. 

Immediately  after  their  appointment,  the  committee 
met,  organized  and  proceeded  with  tentative  plans  for  a 
suitable  building. 

It  was  determined  at  the  first  meeting  that  a  quonset 
type  building  could  be  erected  with  the  amount  authorized, 
but  in  view  of  preliminary  estimates  on  a  wooden  structure, 
it  was  decided  not  to  proceed  with  plans  for  a  steel  type 
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building  until  it  had  been  definitely  established  that  a  woo,! 
en  type  building  could  not  be  erected.  Accordingly  U  * 
decided  to  consult  further  with  one  of  our  local  contactors 
Mr.  Horace  Reynolds,  regarding  a  suitable  wood  W 
structure.   Mr.  Reynolds  confirmed  preliminary  estimates 
and  no  further  consideration  was  given  to  the  steel  type 

After  it  was  decided  by  your  committee,  that  the  serv- 
ices  of  an  architect  was  necessary,  Mr.  George  P.  Clements 
of  Hyannis,  was  employed  to  draw  up  the  plans  and  specifi- 
cations and  obtain  their  approval  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety  and  the  Civilian  Production  Admin- 
istration. 

Meetings  were  held  with  the  architect  until  suitable 
plans  and  specifications  were  decided  on.  During  the  in- 
terim, the  School  Principal  was  consulted  on  the  plans  as 
to  their  suitability  for  a  basketball  court.  The  Memorial 
Building  Committee  and  Selectmen  were  also  consulted  on 
the  building's  location. 

Eventually  suitable  plans  and  specifications  were  drawn 
up  by  the  architect,  their  approval  obtained  from  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety  and  an  application  submitted  to 
the  C.P.A.  for  the  building  permit. 

The  first  application  to  the  C.P.A.  submitted  in  .May, 
was  rejected  on  the  grounds  that  the  primary  purpose  of  the 
building  was  recreational  and  therefore  its  construction 
could  not  be  authorized  under  the  then  existing  laws.  It 
was  decided  then  by  the  committee  to  no  longer  refer  to  the 
building  as  a  recreation  building. 

Several  trips  were  made  by  members  of  the  committee 
to  the  Boston  offices  of  the  C.P.A.  in  an  effort  to  obtain  a  re- 
versal of  their  decision.  During  the  month  of  June  the  law- 
was  changed  and  in  July  approval  for  the  erection  of  the 
building  was  obtained  from  the  Washington  office  of  the 
C-P.A.  Mr.  John  A.  Lyons,  one  of  our  summer  residents, 
greatly  assisted  the  committee  by  personally  presenting  tin 
case  to  the  deciding  authorities  in  Washington. 
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On  September  10,  1947,  after  complete  and  final  specifi- 
cations were  submitted  by  the  architect,  an  advertisement 
for  bids  on  the  building  was  published  in  the  Cape  Cod 
Standard  Times.  Additionally,  all  local  contractors  were  no- 
tified and  requested  to  submit  bids  if  they  so  desired. 

Only  one  bid  was  received,  that  from  Mr.  Clarence  H- 
Stephansen,  contractor,  of  Hyannis,  for  the  sum  of  $14,900. 
This  was  rejected  and  a  contract  entered  into  between  the 
committee  and  Mr.  Stephanson  for  the  building's  erection 
without  heat,  lights  and  plumbing,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
$13,100.00.  Accordingly,  the  construction  was  started  on 
October  3,  1947. 

Although,  under  the  terms  of  the  contract,  the  contractor 
was  priviliged  to  use  second  hand  material  in  the  construc- 
tion, if  he  so  desired,  very  little  material  of  this  type  was 
utilized.  The  windows,  doors,  'flooring  and  side  shingles  were 
used  material  but  of  sufficient  worth,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
contractor  and  committee,  to  warrant  their  use-  Further- 
more, a  substantial  sum  was  saved  by  their  purchase  and  util" 
ization  which  enabled  the  contractor  and  committee  to  im- 
prove on  the  buildings  original  specifications.  For  example: 
roll  brick  siding  was  originally  specified  but  by  using  second 
hand  asbestos  shingles  a  substantial  improvement  was  ac- 
complished. 

First  class  materials  were  used  throughout  in  the  build- 
ing's construction.  Galvanized  bolts  and  nails  were  utilized 
except  for  nailing  on  the  outside  asbestos  shingles.  Galvan- 
zied  shingle  nails  could  not  be  obtained  at  the  time  of  the 
shingling. 

Cooperation  to  the  fullest  extent  possible  Avas  rend- 
ered by  the  contractor.  His  and  the  committees'  efforts 
were  extended  to  building  the  best  structure  possible  with 
the  money  available- 

Perhaps  mistakes  have  been  made  by  your  committee 
but  it  is  felt  that  usage  of  the  building  will  disclose  its  in- 
adequacies which  can  be  corrected  by  subsequent  action 
of  the  town.  Its  deficiencies  in  size,  architectural  qualities, 
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equipment  and  other  features  are  fully  realized  but  ,t  musl 
be  emphasized  that  the  building  was  originally  conceived 
as  a  temporary  expedient  until  the  town  erects  a  I 
and  more  satisfactory  permanent  type  and  your  commit- 
tee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  building  will  so  suffice  until 
that  is  accomplished.  It  can  be  altered  and/or  expanded 
however,  to  meet  possible  future  needs  of  the  town. 

Although  the  appropriation  for  the  building  was  in- 
strumental in  increasing  the  1947  tax  rate  approximately 
$2.00  per  thousand,  it  is  believed  that  the  sum  expended 
for  its  construction  is  less  than  that  appropriated  by  the 
town  during  the  past  twenty-five  years  for  plans,  specifi- 
cations, architects'  fees  and  other  expenses  connected  with 
proposed  town  buildings  which  have  never  materialized. 

No  expenditure  from  the  $15,000.00  appropriation  was 
utilized  as  expenses  of  the  committee  in  carrying  out  their 
work  on  the  building.  Members  of  the  committee  donated 
their  time,  efforts  and  personal  expenses  as  their  individual 
contributions  for  its  erection,  with  a  determination  to 
build  the  best  possible  structure  with  the  amount  appro- 
priated by  the  town. 

It  would  have  been  impossible  to  have  erected  the 
building,  as  it  stands  at  present,  without  assistance  from 
so  many  of  our  local  civic-minded  citizens.  Gifts,  contri- 
butions of  time,  services  and/or  material,  with  few  ex- 
ceptions, were  unsolicited  by  the  committee.  The  commit- 
tee ,  and  town  is  indebted  to  those  listed  below  for  their 
generous  help  and  contributions-  The  undersigned  sincere- 
ly regrets  the  probable  unintentional  ommission  of  any 
donor.

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REPORT  OF  MEMORIAL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

Chatham,  Massachusetts 
January  1,  1948 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

Your  Memorial  Building  Committee  authorized  by  vote 
of  the  special  Town  Meeting  held  June  10,  1946  was  sub- 
sequently appointed  by  the  moderator  and  organized  with 
Mr.  D.  Elmer  Howes,  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Noble  Cathcart. 
Clerk. 

Several  meetings  were  held  during  the  following  months 
for  the  general  discussion  of  our  problems,  and  it  was  de- 
cided at  our  meeting  on  November  19,  1946  to  proceed  with 
the  selection  of  an  architect.  Invitations  were  sent  to  ten 
architects  to  appear  before  our  Committee  on  Tuesday  after- 
noon, November  26,  and  present  their  qualifications.  After 
careful  consideration,  we  selected  the  firm  of  J.  William 
Beal,  Sons,  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  with  whom  we  have 
executed  a  contract  for  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
proposed  building. 

An  application  for  Federal  funds  to  pay  for  plans  and 
specifications  was  filed  and  approval  of  the  same  has  been 
obtained  making  $12,000.00  available.  Therefore,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  use  the  $10,000.00  appropriated  by  the  Town. 

After  discussing  in  a  preliminary  way  our  problem  with 
our  architects,  it  proved  necessary  to  obtain  a  topograph- 
ical plan  showing  the  Veterans  Field,  high  school  site,  and 
Depot  Street  property  as  no  adequate  plan  was  available. 
Whitney  and  Bassett,  civil  engineers,  were  employed  to 
do  this. 

Since  we  have  studied  many  possible  solutions  of  our 
problem  and  have  had  our  architects  prepare  preliminary 
plans  for  several  of  them,  we  believe  it  will  help  you  to 
appreciate  how  we  arrived  at  the  plan  we  are  recommend- 
ing if  we  mention  each  of  these  briefly. 
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INDIVIDUAL  MEMORIAL  BUILDING 

It  was  our  opinion  that  we  should  first  consider  an 
individual  Memorial  Building  to  be  located  on  the  north  side 
of  Depot  Street  facing  the  Veterans  Field,  the  building  to 
have  substantially  the  accommodations  recommended  by  the 
previous  "Memorial  to  "War  Veterans  Committee." 

Plans  were  prepared  for  such  building  by  our  architects 
and  after  study  and  discussion  alternate  and  somewhat 
modified  plans  were  made  together  with  location  plans  for 
both  the  Depot  Street  property  and  the  north  side  of  Veter- 
ans Field.  In  each  instance  the  building  was  to  face  Depot 
Street. 

We  found  that  a  satisfactory  building  of  this  type 
would  have  a  cubic  content  of  approximately  550,000  feet 
and  that  although  the  interior  could  be  of  simple  design 
appropriate  architectural  treatment  of  the  exterior  and  suit- 
able landscaping  would  make  it  a  relatively  expensive  build- 
ing the  use  of  which  would  be  extremely  limited  as  the 
distance  from  the  high  school  made  it  impractical  to  use 
the  gymnasium  and  locker  room  facilities  for  physical 
training  classes  during  the  school  day. 

Although  the  uncertainty  of  construction  cost,  and  the 
fact  that  no  comparable  building  has  been  erected  recently, 
make  it  practically  impossible  to  estimate  the  cost  of  such  a 
building,  it  is  the  opinion  of  our  architects  that  it  would 
probably  be  not  less  than  $400,000.00  with  grading,  land- 
scaping and  equipment.  The  minimum  annual  operation 
cost  for  janitor,  heat,  light,  water,  and  maintenance  would 
probably  be  not  less  than  approximately  $5,000.00.  Such  a 
building  would  deteriorate  rapidly  if  it  did  not  have  a  full 
time  janitor  and  were  not  kept  properly  heated  and  main- 
tained. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  our  Committee  that  a  Memorial 
Building  of  this  type  would  be  satisfactory  only  for  large 
meetings  and  for  the  use  of  the  high  school  students  or  other 
groups  after  school  hours  who  would  use  the  gymnasium, 
locker  rooms,  supper  hall  and  meeting  room.  After  visiting 
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the  Plymouth,  Massachusetts  Memorial  Building  and  learn- 
ing of  the  somewhat  limited  use  of  this  type  of  building  in 
a  town  several  times  the  population  of  Chatham,  we  ques- 
tioned if  there  was  not  a  solution  of  our  problem  which 
would  give  the  town  a  more  useful  building  without  such 
high  original  cost  plus  the  never  ending  annual  operating 
cost. 

MEMORIAL  AUDITORIUM-GYMNASIUM 
CONNECTED  TO  HIGH  SCHOOL  BUILDING 

With  this  in  mind,  we  decided  to  try  to  find  a  solution 
which  would  make  the  Memorial  Auditorium-Gymnasium  of 
real  benefit  to  the  most  active  group  in  town — our  school 
pupils. 

First  plans  were  prepared  by  our  architects  for  a  sep- 
arate Memorial  Auditorium-Gymnasium  connected  to  the 
present  high  school  building.  The  Memorial  Auditorium- 
Gymnasium  was  planned  to  face  the  corner  of  Main  Street 
and  Old  Harbor  Road  and  necessitated  the  taking  of  the 
,  Snow  property  and  the  vacant  lot  on  the  corner.  Although 
this  plan  had  considerable  merit,  it  was  our  opinion  that  it 
was  too  ambitious.  It  did,  however,  so  impress  on  us  the 
advantages  to  be  gained  by  the  school  if  the  Memorial  Audi- 
torium-Gymnasium could  be  directly  connected  to  it  that  we 
decided  we  should  confer  with  the  School  Committee  as  to 
the  actual  needs  of  school  housing. 

NEED  OF  ADDITIONAL  SCHOOL  FACILITIES 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  present  school  building  and 
the  immediate  need  of  more  classrooms  due  to  the  increasing 
enrollment  and  also  the  fact  that  for  practical  use  the 
Memorial  Auditorium-Gymnasium  would  have  to  be  directly 
connected  to  the  school  was  explained  to  us  by  Mr.  Clement 
Eldredge,  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee,  and  a  member 
of  this  Committee. 

We  asked  our  architects  to  make  a  survey  of  the  pres- 
ent high  school  building  as  to  its  structural  condition,  as  well 
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as  to  make  a  study  of  the  necessary  additional  classrooms, 
and  they  did  so  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Herbert  Blair, 
educational  advisor,  and  our  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
the  following  is  a  summary  of  their  findings : 

A.  Architecturally  the  building  is  of  good  design. 
Structurally  it  is  in  sound  condition  and  with  ordinary 
maintenance  should  continue  so  for  many  years.  The  in- 
terior of  the  building  has  been  well  maintained  and  the 
janitors  do  an  excellent  job.  Some  floors  should  be  relaid. 
In  general,  however,  the  interior  is  in  good  condition. 

B.  From  the  educators'  viewpoint  the  building  is  gross- 
ly overcrowded.  For  practical  operation  in  accordance  with 
accepted  standards  the  maximum  number  of  pupils  should 
be  not  over  260  and  at  the  present  time  there  are  355 
students  using  the  building.  In  1938  there  were  395  children 
enrolled  in  our  school  system.  This  dropped  to  318  in  1943. 
Since  1943  it  has  increased  each  year  to  the  present  enroll- 
ment of  355  and  the  indications  are  that  the  enrollment  will 
increase  in  the  next  few  years  to  approximately  395  which 
was  the  previous  high  point.  In  fact,  it  may  well  go  beyond 
this.  The  class  rooms  in  the  existing  building,  in  general, 
are  small  rooms  and,  therefore,  the  accommodations  for  the 
first  six  elementary  grades  are  entirely  inadequate.  These 
rooms  are  best  adapted  for  Junior-Senior  high  school  classes 
and  will  serve  most  satisfactorily  for  this  purpose  with  very 
little  alteration.  The  domestic  arts  room,  laboratory,  shop, 
principal's  office  and  library  are  all  too  small  and  inadequate. 
There  is  no  gymnasium,  locker  rooms  or  showers  or  other 
provisions  for  physical  training. 

Regardless  of  the  present  deficiencies  which  are  due  in 
some  respects  to  the  grossly  overcrowded  conditions  the 
building  with  minor  alterations  would  be  most  satisfactory 
as  a  Junior-Senior  high  school  for  many  years  if  properly 
equipped  and  maintained. 

0.  The  following  solutions  of  bur  school  housing  prob- 
lem were  suggested : 

1.  Build  a  new  high  school  with  a  Memorial  Audi- 
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torium- Gymnasium  on  the  Depot  Street  property  and 
remodel  the  rooms  in  the  present  high  school  building 
for  an  elementary  building. 

2.  Build  a  Memorial  Auditorium-Gymnasium  direct- 
ly connected  to  the  present  high  school  building  and 
erect  a  new  six-room  elementary  building  on  the  Depot 
Street  site. 

3.  Build  a  Memorial  Auditorium-Gymnasium  direct- 
ly connected  to  the  present  high  school  together  with 
new  elementary  class  rooms.  This  solution  was  stressed 
as  being  the  most  practical  and  economical  in  first  cost 
and  educationally  satisfactory  providing  the  elementary 
class  rooms  could  be  somewhat  separated  from  the 
Junior-Senior  high  school. 

NEW  HIGH  SCHOOL  BUILDING  WITH  MEMORIAL 
AUDITORIUM-GYMNASIUM  ON  DEPOT  STREET  SITE 

Having  learned  of  the  need  for  additional  school  facili- 
ties, we  asked  our  architects  to  make  preliminary  plans  of  a 
new  high  school  building  with  the  Memorial  Auditorium- 
Gymnasium  attached  to  be  located  on  the  Depot  Street  prop- 
erty.   These  plans  were  submitted  to  us  and  carefully 
studied  and  although  it  would  be  an  ideal  solution  of  our 
housing  problem,  the  cost  of  building  the  new  high  school 
including  the  landscaping  and  grading,  plus  the  cost  of 
remodeling  the  existing  high  school  building  to  make  the 
rooms  of  adequate  size  for  elementary  classes  together  with 
the  increase  in  operation  costs  brought  us  to  the  conclusion 
that  we  should  investigate  the  other  suggested  solutions. 
BUILD  MEMORIAL  AUDITORIUM-GYMNASIUM 
CONNECTED  TO  HIGH  SCHOOL  TOGETHER  WITH 
NEW  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  BUILDING 

This  solution  embodied  the  adding  of  the  Memorial 
■Auditorium-Gymnasium  to  the  rear  of  the 
school  building  and  constructing  a  new  elementary -  taMog 
on  the  Depot  Street  site,  as  well  as  making  minor  alterations 
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to  the  existing*  high  school  building.  Our  architects  ad- 
vised us,  after  careful  consideration,  that  the  cost  of  this 
solution  would  be  approximately  the  same  as  the  previous 
one. 

We  spent  considerable  time  discussing,  both  of  these 
solutions  and  finally  asked  our  architects  to  show  us  pre- 
liminary plans  with  the  Memorial  Auditorium-Gymnasium 
connected  to  the  present  high  school  building  together  witL 
additional  elementary  class  rooms. 

BUILD  MEMORIAL  AUDITORIUM-GYMNASIUM 

CONNECTED  TO  PRESENT  HIGH  SCHOOL 
AND  ADDITIONAL  ELEMENTARY  CLASS  ROOMS 

Preliminary  plans  of  this  solution  were  prepared  and  we 
held  joint  meetings  with  the  School  Committee,  Mr.  Hoyt, 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  Mr.  Bassett,  Principal  of  the 
High  School,  who  after  studying  the  plans  and  discussing 
them  with  Dr.  Herbert  Blair,  educational  consultant,  and 
our  architects  approved  them  as  a  most  satisfactory  solu- 
tion of  our  school  housing  problem. 

Our  Committee  studied  this  plan  as  well  as  all  others 
previously  mentioned  at  length  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
Memorial  Auditorium-Gymnasium  and  the  use  of  the  same 
by  the  schools  and  public  as  well  as  from  the  tax  payers 
viewpoint  and  decided  it  was,  on  balance,  the  most  satis- 
factory solution  of  our  problem  for  the  following  reasons : 
1.  The  Memorial  Auditorium-Gymnasium  together 
with  the  entrance  lobby,  coat  room,  public  toilets,  lock- 
er rooms  and  public  meeting  room  constitute  a  unit  so 
planned  that  they  can  be  used  by  the  public  without 
entering  the  school  portion  of  the  building.  For  serving 
meals  or  refreshments  the  school  cafeteria  which  it  is 
planned  to  improve  is  easily  accessible.  The  entrance 
lobby  is  of  adequate  size  and  is  designed  to  be  appro- 
priate for  Memorial  features.  All  of  these  facilities  are 
as  adequate  and  convenient  as  they  would  be  in  a  separ- 
ate individual  Memorial  Building. 
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2.  The  central  school  building  if  properly  planned 
has  proven  to  be  a  thoroughly  satisfactory  solution  for 
school  housing  for  towns  of  our  size  both  educationally 
and  economically. 

3.  The  elementary  class  rooms  are  planned  as  a  unit 
with  separate  entrances,  corridors  and  toilets  so  that  the 
elementary  pupils  will  have  practically  no  contact  with 
the  students  of  the  Junior-Senior  high  school. 

4.  The  plan  provides  for  growth  of  our  school  en- 
rollment. Our  present  enrollment  is  355  students.  Our 
highest  was  395  in  1938.  The  Junior-Senior  high  school 
as  planned  provides  accommodations  for  normal  oper- 
ation with  240  pupils  and  the  elementary  rooms  with  230 
pupils  a  total  of  470.  Providing  we  should  experience 
exceptional  growth  the  plan  provides  for  adding  addi- 
tional class  rooms  economically. 

5.  The  construction  costs  as  well  as  the  annually 
operating  expense  of  this  plan  will  be  substantially  less 
than  any  other  comparable  plan  which  will  provide  an 
adequate  Memorial  Auditorium-Gymnasium  and  the 
additional  necessary  school  accommodations,  as  the 
present  high  school  building  is  utilized  to  its  best  ad- 
vantage and  there  are  no  duplication  of  other  necessary 
facilities.  For  instance,  if  the  new  high  school  were 
built  on  the  Depot  Street  site  and  the  present  high 
school  were  used  as  an  elementary  building,  there  would 
have  to  be  a  cafeteria  with  full  equipment  in  each  build- 
ing, whereas,  using  this  plan  the  present  cafeteria  if 
improved  serves  for  all  students  as  well  as  the  Memorial 
Auditorium-Gymnasium.  The  annual  operation  expense 
of  this  plan  for  janitor  service,  heat,  light,  water,  main 
tenance  and  care  of  grounds  will  average  at  least 
$3,000.00  less  than  any  plan  with  two  buildings.  The 
teaching  staff  of  the  school  as  well  as  the  janitors  can 
be  utilized  to  the  best  possible  advantage. 
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DESCRIPTION  OF  PLANS 

Plans  of  the  building  are  reproduced  in  this  Report  and 
as  will  be  seen  in  general  a  new  addition  is  to  be  constructed 
on  the  rear  of  the  present  high  school  building  which  wiiL 
contain  on  the  first  floor  the  Memorial  Auditorium- Gymnas- 
ium and  stage  with  a  separate  entrance  and  adequate  lobby 
and  in  addition  three  elementary  class  rooms  with  toilets  for 
boys  and  girls  opening  off  a  corridor  which  runs  the  length 
of  the  addition  with  a  stairway  and  entrance  at  each  end. 
On  the  ground  floor  or  basement  which  has  ample  window 
height  are  located  the  locker  and  shower  rooms  for  boys  and 
girls  and  for  visiting  teams  or  town  teams  and  the  new  shop 
for  the  Junior-Senior  high  school.  All  of  these  are  under  the 
Memorial  Auditorium- Gymnasium.  Under  the  first  floor 
lobby  are  the  public  coat  rooms  and  toilets  and  under  the 
first  floor  elementary  class  rooms  are  the  domestic  science 
room  for  the  Junior-Senior  high  school  and  general  purpose 
room  for  the  elementary  grades.  On  the  second  floor  there 
are  three  elementary  class  rooms  with  toilets  which  come 
over  the  first  floor  elementary  class  rooms. 

In  the  present  high  school  building  the  rear  basement 
where  the  shop  is  located  is  remodeled  and  a  corridor  ex- 
tended from  the  new  addition  to  the  cafeteria.  A  good  pub- 
lic meeting  room  is  provided  which  is  reached  through  the 
Memorial  Auditorium- Gymnasium  lobby.  In  the  present 
cafeteria,  the  heating  chambers  are  removed  to  give  more 
floor  space  and  a  new  kitchen  is  located  adjacent  to  the 
boiler  room  with  an  outside  service  entrance.  The  present 
boiler  room  will  remain  and  a  new  oil  burning  boiler  will  be 
installed  where  the  coal  bin  exists.  On  the  first  floor  of  the 
present  building  the  classroom  at  the  right  of  the  front  en- 
trance door  will  be  divided  and  used  for  the  principal's  public 
and  private  offices.  In  the  rear  portion  of  the  first  floor  the 
east  classroom  will  become  a  continuation  of  the  present 
corridor  to  give  access  to  the  Memorial  Auditorium- Gym- 
nasium as  well  as  giving  space  for  students  lockers. 

On  the  second  floor  a  partition  is  removed  between  the 
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present  laboratory  and  adjacent  class  room  and  the  space 
used  for  a  new  library  and  study  rooms;  the  partition  be- 
tween the  two  class  rooms  on  the  west  end  of  the  building  to 
removed  and  the  space  used  for  a  new  science  laboratory" 

The  present  assembly  hall  on  the  second  floor  will  re- 
main as  it  now  is  to  be  used  by  the  Junior-Senior  high  school 
for  general  assembly  group  meetings,  music,  dramatics,  re- 
hearsals, etc. 

MEMORIAL  AUDITORIUM-GYMNASIUM 

The  Memorial  Auditorium-Gymnasium  is  of  sufficient 
size  to  provide  a  basketball  court  44  feet  wide  and  74  feet 
long  with  an  offside  space  5  feet  wide  completely  around  the 
court.  On  each  side,  there  will  be  folding  bleachers  which 
will  seat  a  total  of  650  people  and  additional  bleachers  if 
found  necessary  could  be  put  on  the  stage  to  seat  200  more. 
The  stage,  which  occurs  at  one  end  of  the  auditorium,  is  24 
feet  in  depth  with  ample  off-stage  and  has  a  proscenium 
opening  36  feet  wide.  The  seating  capacity  of  the  auditor- 
ium with  the  side  bleachers  folded  back  against  the  wall  and 
chairs  placed  facing  the  stage  would  be  from  900  to  1000 
people  depending  upon  the  type  of  chairs  and  layout.  Pro- 
viding the  folding  bleachers  are  used  for  auditorium  seating 
with  chairs  facing  the  stage  in  the  center  of  the  room,  the 
seating  capacity  would  be  approximately  1300.  Storage  for 
auditorium  chairs  will  be  provided  under  the  stage.  The 
interior  walls  of  the  auditorium  will  be  faced  with  glazed 
tile  to  a  height  of  9  feet  with  colored  cement  stucco  wall 
surfaces  above  and  an  acoustical  ceiling.  The  large  windows 
will  be  formed  of  glass  blocks.  The  auditorium  lobby  will 
have  a  terrazzo  floor,  a  tile  wainscot  with  stucco  wall  sur- 
faces above  and  an  acoustical  ceiling.  The  walls  will  be 
treated  with  simple  pilasters  and  the  ceilings  with  shallow 
beams. 

Showers  and  locker  rooms  will  be  constructed  with 
masonry  partition  and  conrete  floors  and  equipped  with  steel 
lockers. 
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ELEMENTARY  CLASSROOMS 

Elementary  classrooms  will  have  plaster  walls  witli 
acoustical  ceilings  and  floors  of  asphalt  tile.  To  avoid  glare 
and  to  direct  the  light  into  the  back  side  of  the  room,  the 
exterior  windows  will  have  the  upper  half  of  prismatic  glass 
block  with  clear  glass  in  the  lower  half.  Rooms  will  be 
equipped  with  wardrobes  for  students  clothing;  storage 
boxes  for  individual  students ;  ample  storage  space  for  teach- 
ing materials;  closets  for  teachers  clothing  and  supplies; 
and  plant  shelf  at  windows.  There  will  be  ample  blackboard 
and  tackboard  space.  The  interior  wood  trim  will  be  oak 
with  flush  doors  of  birch.  Each  classroom  will  have  a  sink 
with  bubbler  connection. 

The  new  corridor  adjacent  to  elementary  classrooms  on 
all  floors  will  have  a  low  dado  of  smooth  tile  with  plastered 
walls  above  and  acoustical  plaster  ceiling.  The  floors  will 
be  of  asphalt  tile. 

GENERAL  CONSTRUCTION 

The  new  portion  of  the  building  will  be  constructed 
with  concrete  foundations  and  brick  exterior  walls,  the  face 
brick  to  match  the  brick  in  the  existing  building.  The  base- 
ment floor  will  be  of  concrete  laid  on  the  ground  and  all 
other  floors  of  reinforced  concrete  construction.  The  roof 
over  the  auditorium  will  be  constructed  of  steel  trusses  sup- 
porting a  wood  plank  roof  and  over  the  classroom  portion 
it  would  be  wood  rafter  construction.  Exterior  windows  will 
be  of  wood  excepting  where  glass  blocks  are  used. 

HEATING 

The  existing  boiler  room  will  be  utilized  together  with 
the  chimney  and  one  new  oil  burning  boiler  will  be  installed 
of  sufficient  capacity  to  heat  the  entire  building.  The  exist- 
ing large  cast  iron  boiler  will  remain  as  is  for  breakdown 
use.  The  heating  of  the  classrooms  will  be  by  automatic 
controlled  unit  ventilators  and  this  type  of  heating  also  will- 
be  installed  in  the  classrooms  of  the  existing  building.  The 
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heating  of  the  auditorium  will  be  by  two  fan  driven  units 
located  in  the  truss  work  over  the  ceiling  and  will  be  in- 
dependently controlled  for  economic  operation.  The  entire 
system  will  be  fully  controlled  to  maintain  temperatures  and 
operate  efficiently. 

PLUMBING 

Plumbing  will  be  as  is  usual  for  modern  school  build- 
ings. All  fixtures  will  be  equipped  with  flushometer  valves 
Shower  bath  controls  will  be  of  the  non-scalding  type.  A 
new  hot  water  boiler  of  adequate  size  for  the  entire  building 
will  be  installed  which  will  be  automatically  heated  by  the 
oil  burning  boiler  when  heat  is  needed  in  the  building. 

ELECTRICAL  WORK 

In  general,  all  lighting  throughout  the  new  addition  will 
be  designed  to  conform  to  modern  accepted  standards  for 
school  house  lighting.  The  stage  of  the  auditorium  will  be 
equipped  with  the  customary  footlights  and  border  lights. 
All  rooms  will  be  equipped  with  adequate  base  plugs.  The 
electrical  work  will  include  the  fire  alarm  system  and  clock 
outlets. 

LANDSCAPING  AND  GRADING 

The  existing  Memorial  Mound  will  be  partially  removed 
and  a  new  Memorial  feature  as  shown  on  the  drawings  will 
be  located  opposite  the  entrance  to  the  Memorial  Auditor- 
ium-Gymnasium. The  Memorial  Boulder  will  be  used  as  a 
central  motif  of  this  design  and  the  honor  rolls  placed  on 
boulders  placed  on  either  side.  The  area  in  front  of  these 
will  be  paved  with  flagstone  with  a  new  memorial  flag  pole 
in  the  center.  The  memorial  trees  will  be  transplanted  and 
placed  along  the  driveway  on  either  side  of  the  memorial 
feature. 

We  believe  that  this  will  be  a  most  attractive  feature 
and  will  tie  in  to  the  Memorial  Auditorium-Gymnasiint.  very 
well  indeed.  Planting  areas  as  shown  oil  the  plan  are  pro 
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vided  around  the  new  addition  to  make  an  attractive  setting 
for  the  building. 

COST 

It  is  virtually  impossible  under  present  conditions  to 
make  an  approximate  estimate  of  cost  for  carrying  through 
a  building  project.  We  are,  however,  very  fortunate  in 
having  Federal  funds  for  the  completion  of  our  plans  and 
specifications  which  enables  us  to  obtain  competitive  bids 
from  contractors  which  will  be  received  shortly  before  Town 
Meeting.  As  soon  as  these  are  received  a  full  tabulation  of 
costs  will  be  made  public  in  printed  form. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  our  Committee  that  the  plan  which 
we  have  adopted  is  the  most  economical  and  practical  way 
for  the  Town  to  solve  its  Memorial  Auditorium-Gymnasium 
and  school  housing  problem,  and  we  urge  every  citizen  care- 
fully to  study  this  report  and  we  will  be  glad  to  answer 
any  questions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  following  pages  contain  our  annual  report.  We 
wish  to  call  attention  to  the  need  for  additional  facilities  as 
stressed  in  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  principal. 
"We  have  met  several  times  with  the  Memorial  Building 
Committee  to  outline  our  educational  needs.  The  facilities 
to  meet  these  needs  have  been  incorporated  into  the  plans 
for  the  new  building,  and  we  heartily  endorse  these  plans 
as  meeting  our  needs  for  many  years  to  come.  We  hope  that 
the  citizens  of  Chatham  will  realize  the  handicaps  of  our 
overcrowded  school  and  will  give  the  Memorial  Building 
Committee  the  support  it  needs  to  give  us  a  modern  school 
plant. 

We  have  had  several  changes  in  personnel  this  year. 
Mr..  Charles  Pratt  resigned  in  July  after  17 V2  years  as 
superintendent  of  our  schools,  and  we  wish  Mr.  Pratt  hap- 
piness in  his  retirement.  Mr.  Herbert  Hoyt  was  elected 
superintendent  of  the  schools  of  Union  No.  21  to  replace 
Mr.  Pratt.  Mr.  Hoyt  has  had  sixteen  years  of  experience 
in  public  school  administration,  as  a  high  school  principal, 
as  superintendent  of  the  schools  of  Union  No.  40,  and  more 
recently  as  superintendent  of  the  schools  of  Foxborough. 

We  feel  that  this  has  been  a  year  of  achievement  with 
the  introduction  of  the  Guidance  Program,  the  Rinehart 
system  of  handwriting,  and  the  resumption  of  the  art  pro- 
gram. We  know  that  further  progress  is  possible  and  we 
invite  constructive  criticism.  We  hope  that  parents  realize 
that  they  are  always  welcome  visitors  at  our  school.  THE 
SCHOOLS  ARE  YOURS.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Chatham: 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  first  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  the  Chatham  School.  The  purpose  of  the  an- 
nual school  report  is  to  present  an  inventory  of  what  has 
been  accomplished  in  the  school  during  the  year,  to  explain 
briefly  our  educational  aims,  and  to  outline  ways  in  which 
we  can  improve  the  public  school  education  of  our  youth.  I 
believe  that  those  citizens  who  will  take  the  time  to  read 
the  following  reports  and  study  the  accompanying  statist- 
ics will  find  much  valuable  information  leading  to  better 
understanding  between  school  and  home. 

Finance 

A  financial  statement  of  any  business,  whether  industrial 
or  educational,  is  necessary  to  determine  whether  each  de- 
partment is  receiving  proper  support.  Such  a  financial 
statement  is  included  in  this  report. "  In  addition  it  would 
be  helpful  to  compare  school  costs  in  Chatham  with  the 
costs  in  the  other  103  towns  in  Massachusetts  with  less  than 
5000  population  and  supporting  a  high  school.  It  should  be 
pointed  out  that  in  Chatham  all  lunchroom  bills  are  paid 
out  of  the  town  treasury  and  all  returns  paid  into  the  town 
treasury.  These  accounts  together  with  reimbursements 
received  from  the  state  should  be  deducted  to  give  us  a  net 
cost  for  the  schools.  Since  this  report  is  being  written  in 
November,  it  is  necessary  to  estimate  some  of  the  items.

More  detailed  study  reveals  that  of  the  104  towns  in 
the  same  classification  as  Chatham,  more  than  half  spend 
more  per  child  for  the  support  of  their  schools  than  does 
Chatham.  Since  Chatham  is  one  of  the  first  five  towns  in 
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valuation  per  pupil  in  the  state,  it  is  obvious  that  Chatham 
can  well  afford  to  spend  more  on  its  schools  than  it  has  in  the 
past. 

Personnel 

There  have  been  a  number  of  changes  in  the  teaching- 
staff  during  1947.  The  educational  background  of  the  new 
teachers  can  be  found  under  the  list  of  teachers.  The  fol- 
lowing instructors  are  new  to  our  system : 

1.  Mr.  Donald  O'Brien  began  teaching  in  the  language 
department  in  April. 

2.  Mr.  David  K.  Allen  was  appointed  as  commercial 
teacher  beginning  in  September. 

3.  Mr.  Oliver  N.  Millet  was  appointed  as  science  teach" 
er  in  September. 

4.  Miss  Beryl  M.  Savage  was  appointed  as  fourth 
grade  teacher  beginning  in  September.  Miss  Savage  had 
had  four  years'  experience  previous  to  September. 

5.  Miss  Margaret  Jarden  was  appointed  art  teacher  of 
Union  No.  21.  Miss  Jarden  had  had  two  years'  experience 
in  public  school  teaching  and  several  years'  experience  in 
museum  work. 

6.  Mr.  David  Lynch  was  appointed  to  the  new  position 
of  Director  of  Guidance  for  Union  No.  21.  Mr.  Lynch  has 
had  wide  experience  in  the  business  world,  as  a  teacher,  as 
a  high  school  principal,  and  as  a  director  of  guidance. 

Guidance 

Education  might  be  defined  as  the  process  by  which  an 
individual  develops  from  a  helpless  infant  to  a  well  rounded, 
well  adjusted  member  of  society.  This  process  must  be  a 
cooperative  endeavor  between  home  and  school.  To  adjust 
to  society,  a  child  needs  to  know  as  much  as*  possible  about 
himself,  about  his  potentialities,  and  about  the  opportunities 
in  this  complex  world.  He  needs  help  in  educational  and 
social-civic-ethical  planning  as  well  as  in  vocational  plan- 
ning. Realizing  the  complexity  of  this  task,  more  and  more 
towns  are  employing  the  services  of  trained  guidance  di- 
rectors. The  towns  of  Union  No.  21  are  following  this  plan, 
and  T  call  your  attention  to  Mr.  Lynch' s  report  on  the  de- 
velopment of  that  program. 
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Needs 

1.  Chatham's  most  pressing  need  is  for  more  space. 
It  is  unfortunate  that  this  need  which  has  existed  for  some 
time,  has  become  most  urgent  at  a  time  when  building  costs 
are  at  such  a  high  level.  Nevertheless,  I  believe  that  mos1 
Chatham  parents  are  familiar  with  our  overcrowded  con- 
ditions and  inadequate  facilities,  and  are  anxious  for  better 
things  for  their  children.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  recom- 
mendations of  your  building  committee  will  be  carried,  and 
that  very  soon  Chatham  may  have  a  sound,  modern  educa- 
tional plant  of  which  it  can  be  proud.  I  call  your  attention 
to  Mr.  Bassett's  report  on  school  needs. 

2.  Since  more  and  more  business  offices  now  expect 
commercial  course  graduates  to  be  familiar  with  the  more 
common  business  machines,  it  has  become  increasingly  im- 
portant that  these  students  be  trained  in  the  use  of  such 
machines.  Therefore,  I  recommend  that  during  the  next 
year  we  purchase  an  adding  machine  and  a  liquid  duplicator 
for  this  department,  and  that  a  dictaphone,  bookkeeping 
machine,  calculator,  and  comptometer  be  added  as  soon  as 
possible. 

3.  There  is  need  for  a  considerable  amount  of  labora- 
tory equipment. 

4.  Chatham  should  have  greatly  expanded  library 
facilities  for  its  school. 

Open  House 

The  large  attendance  at  the  Open  House  held  in  the 
Chatham  School  during  National  Education  Week  in  No- 
vember was  very  graitfying.  Far  more  important  than  the 
number  of  visitors,  was  the  cooperative  attitude  shown  by 
the  parents.  The  question  most  frequently  asked  was,  "How 
is  my  boy  (or  girl)  doing  in  school,  and  what  can  I  do  to 
help  him?"  We  feel  that  this  attitude  in  general,  and  this 
question  in  particular,  reveals  a  very  healthy  relationship 
between  parents  and  teachers,  since  we  are  convinced  that 
the  education  of  children  in  a  democracy  requires  active- 
cooperation  between  school  and  home. 
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It  has  been  suggested  by  some  that  an  Open  House  with 
children  present  and  school  in  progress  might  be  more  in- 
teresting. The  school  department  does  not  agree  with  this 
for  two  reasons.  In  the  first  place,  we  feel  that  such  an 
event  cannot  be  a  normal  situation  and  therefore  is  of  value 
to  the  parents  chiefly  as  entertainment.  Second,  it  would  de- 
feat our  primary  purpose  of  providing  an  opportunity  for  a 
parent  to  discuss  his  child's  educational  development  with 
the  teacher  without  the  child  overhearing  the  conversation. 
The  popularity  of  our  Open  House  would  seem  to  justify  its 
repetition,  although  we  hope  that  the  parents  will  not  con- 
fine their  contacts  with  the  teachers  to  the  one  evening  a 
year. 

Handwriting 

The  teaching  of  handwriting  is  one  of  the  most  import- 
ant subjects  in  the  school  curriculum.  Poor  handwriting  not 
only  makes  a  poor  impression,  but  actually  leads  to  financial 
loss  in  business.  It  has  been  estimated  that  illegible  sales 
slips  cost  in  time  and  effort  one  dollar  per  mistake.  Real- 
izing the  importance  of  sound  instruction  in  handwriting, 
the  school  committees  of  Union  No.  21  have  contracted  with 
Mr.  W.  L.  Rinehart  to  install  his  system  in  our  schools.  Un- 
der this  system,  trained  supervisors  are  sent  to  each  room  in 
our  schools  once  each  month  to  grade  the  work  of  the  pre- 
vious month,  to  lay  out  the  work  for  the  following  month, 
and  to  assist  the  teacher  in  her  technique  of  presentation. 

Mr.  Rinehart  stresses  good  posture  at  all  times,  and  in- 
sists that  the  child  hold  his  pencil  so  that  he  can  see  what 
he  is  writing  and  maintain  correct  sitting  posture  at  the 
same  time.  Contrary  to  older  systems  of  handwriting,  the 
pupil  uses  his  fingers  for  the  small  letters,  the  arm  for  the 
capital  letters,  and  a  free  lateral  slide  between  letters.  No 
time  is  expended  on  arm  exercises,  but  all  proctice  is  on 
formation  of  letters. 

In  grading  papers,  the  supervisors  use  eight  standards 
of  measurement,  such  as  size  of  letters  and  alignment,  and 
the  pnpil  knows  exactly  What  his  mistakes  Were  In  the  past 
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month.  One  formal  paper  which  is  a  sample  of  his  best 
handwriting  and  four  other  papers  chosen  from  any  sub- 
ject  by  the  teacher  are  averaged  for  his  month's  rank.  In 
other  words,  80%  of  the  rank  is  derived  from  informal 
work,  thus  stressing  carry-over  of  good  penmanship  in  all 
writing.  To  motivate  this  work,  each  room  is  given  a  star 
representing  the  degree  of  progress  for  the  whole  group. 
Thus  improvement  of  handwriting  becomes  a  group  activity 
which  is  of  importance  to  all  members  of  the  class. 

Curriculum 

Although  there  is  evidence  of  great  care  in  the  selection 
of  textbooks  throughout  the  Chatham  School,  the  present 
program  could  be  strengthened  somewhat  by  the  intro- 
duction of  a  course  of  study  for  all  the  grades.  Realizing 
this  fact,  a  beginning  was  made  on  this  project  last  year. 
Committees  of  teachers  throughout  the  union  met  and  drew 
up  a  course  of  study  in  arithmetic.  Many  authorities  in  this 
field  were  consulted,  and  studies  were  made  of  many  courses 
in  use  in  other  towns.  The  resulting  course  of  study  is  be- 
ing used  this  year,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  a  meeting 
will  be  held  to  discuss  possible  weaknesses  and  suggestions 
for  improvement.  This  work  will  be  continued  through  the 
Union  in  both  elementary  and  secondary  school  subjects.  A 
course  of  study  should  not  be  static,  but  should  be  sufficient- 
ly flexible  to  meet  the  changing  needs  of  the  pupils.  The 
method  which  is  being  used  will  insure  a  growing  course 
of  study  and  will  have  the  secondary  value  of  keeping  us 
alert  to  the  changes  made  in  other  schools. 

Conclusion 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
citizens  of  Chatham  for  the  cooperation  and  friendliness 
extended  to  me  during  my  first  few  months  as  your  Super 
intendent  of  Schools.  I  sense  a  wholehearted  genuineness 
in  your  expressed  desire  to  cooperate  in  the  improvement  ot 
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your  school  which  is  most  gratifying-  to  me.  With  this  at- 
titude we  may  look  forward  to  a  period  of  progressive 
achievement.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

Benjamin  H.  Basse'tt 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Several  new  teachers  have  joined  the  faculty  of  the 
Chatham  School  since  the  last  Annual  Report :  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Mohoney,  social  studies;  Mr.  Oliver  Millett,  science;  Mr. 
David  Allen,  commercial  subjects;  and  Miss  Beryl  Savage, 
grade  4.  There  are,  in  addition,  a  new  supervisor  of  art, 
Miss  Margaret  Jarden,  and  a  director  of  guidance,  Mr. 
David  Lynch. 

Enrollment  in  the  school  is  now  355  pupils — 198  in 
grades  1-6,  157  in  grades  7-12.  This  represents  an  increase 
over  last  year.  Next  year's  first  grade  will  doubtless  add 
approximately  25  to  these  figures.  Continuing  large  enter- 
ing classes  will  pose  serious  problems,  since  the  situation 
is  acute  now.  More  classroom  space  is  urgently  needed  in 
the  school.  Two  of  the  elementary  rooms  are  very  small, 
and  will  not  accommodate  large  groups.  The  high  school, 
also,  is  over-crowded.  Classes  are  now  conducted  in  the 
basement  and  the  typing  room.  The  Junior  High  School 
(grades  7-8)  uses  the  study  hall  for  home  room  purposes. 
Instrumental  music  classes  meet  in  the  church.  The  House- 
hold Arts  department  needs  to  expand.  And  there  is  no  ad- 
equate program  of  physical  education,  because  of  the  lack  of 
a  gymnasium. 

The  activities  of  your  school  are  so  many  and  varied 
that  space  prevents  treatment  of  all  of  them.  The  Student 
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Council,  however,  did  an  outstanding  job  in  publishing 
A  Student's  Handbook  this  fall.  This  provided  both  the 
students  and  the  parents  with  a  concise  story  of  the  aims 
and  activities  of  the  school.  The  Council  also  sponsored  a 
successful  contest  to  select  a  school  emblem.  This  group 
continues  to  operate  efficiently,  and  meets  weekly  with  the 
Principal  to  discuss  school  problems. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  David  Lynch,  a  guidance 
program  has  been  added  to  the  school  curriculum  this  year. 
This  includes  testing,  occupational  information  and  coun- 
seling. Plans  for  a  cumulative  inventory  of  each  pupil  have 
been  developed.  I  call  attention  to  his  report  for  a  more  de- 
tailed discussion  of  this  important  work. 

The  Kinehart  system  of  functional  handwriting  has 
been  installed  throughout  the  school.  The  pupils  in  grades 
1-8  receive  constant  training  in  penmanship,  while  those  in 
the  upper  grades  practice  without  supervision.  Skilled 
writing  experts  come  into  the  school  monthly  to  check  the 
progress  being  made  and  to  administer  tests  to  every  pupil. 
The  results  of  this  program  will,  I  believe,  amply  justify 
the  investment. 

During  the  American  Education  Week  the  school  held 
a  very  successful  Open  House.  Many  parents  and  friends 
visited  the  teachers  in  their  classrooms.  An  opportunity  to 
view  the  work  of  the  puipls  will  be  provided  at  the  Exhibit 
in  April. 

The  school  health  program  continues  to  be  one  of  real 
merit.  Miss  Margaret  Guild,  the  school  nurse,  has  given 
the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  to  all  pupils.  The  Audiometer 
hearing  test,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Juliet  Whittaker, 
has  also  been  held.  Dr.  Kalph  Kenny,  assisted  by  the  school 
nurse,  examined  the  teeth  of  the  pupils  in  the  grades.  Dr.  C. 
II.  Keene  and  Henry  P.  Hopkins,  have  been  scheduled  to 
give  the  annual  physical  examinations.  The  cleanliness  of 
the  building  is  also  a  factor  in  the  health  of  the  studeiil 
body.  Mr.  Forrest  and  Mr.  Kobertson  deserve  much  credit 
for  their  splendid  work. 
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Other  worthwhile  school  activities  included  the  Senior 
Play,  The  Washington  Trip,  The  New  England  Music  Festi- 
val, the  Curtis  Magazine  Campaign,  and  membership  in  the 
Cape  Cod  High  School  Baseball  and  Basketball  Leagues. 

Your  school  is  rated  in  "Class  A"  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  and  most  colleges  wili  accept  certified 
graduates  for  entrance  without  examination.  In  closing,  T 
express  my  thanks  to  the  people  of  Chatham,  the  school 
committee,  and  the  corps  of  teachers  for  their  cooperation 
and  interest  in  the  school. 


REPORTOF  THE  SCHOOL  GUIDANCE  PROGRAM 

David  0.  Lynch  —  Guidance  Director 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

the  School  Committee,  and  the  People  of  Chatham : 

The  newest  aspect  of  education  in  your  school  depart- 
ment is  the  guidance  program.  With  this  thought  in  mind, 
I  feel  you  should  be  furnished  with  a  rather  full  explanation 
of  the  guidance  service  and  how  it  effects  the  school  chil- 
dren, how  it  can  help  mold  their  future  life,  and  what  it  can 
mean  to  your  community. 
WHAT  IS  GUIDANCE  ? 

The  guidance  service  is  aimed  at  assisting  the  student  to 
make  good  adjustments,  wise  decisions  and  intelligent  plans 
in  dealing  with  problems  in  education,  occupations,  social 
contacts,  and  personality  through  understanding  his  abil- 
ities and  interests  and  realization  of  the  importance  of  self- 
action. 

WHAT  HAS  BEEN  DONE  IN  SETTING  UP  THE 
GUIDANCE  SERVICE? 

There  has  been  a  comprehensive  testing  to  determine 
individual  scholastic  performance  to  expect  from  each 
student.  The  tests  we  use  have  been  designed  as  "tools"  for 
the  teacher.  They  furnish  the  means  for  determining  the 
status  and  needs  of  each  pupil,  the  class  as  a  whole,  and  each 
grade.  A  limited  expenditure  for  test  materials  has  been 
proven  beyond  doubt  to  provide  a  means  for  obtaining  as 
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improved,  efficient,  and  more  suitable  educational  program. 

A  cumulative  record  has  been  set  up  for  each  student  to 
provide  accessible  information  that  will  serve  as  a  basis  for 
guiding  each  student  toward  his  highest  development.  It 
hardly  seems  necessary  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  such 
recording.  Our  schools  need  complete  records  to  operate  at 
full  efficiency.  We  must  have  an  adequate  understanding 
of  a  student's  needs  and  possibilities,  his  handicaps  and 
advantages,  his  physical,  mental,  social,  and  spiritual  make- 
up. Such  information,  understood  and  wisely  used,  can 
sometimes  save  a  life  from  failure  and  can  often  add  greal 
ly  to  its  richness  and  value.  Our  eighth  graders  meet  every 
week  to  learn  the  faculty  of  self-analysis,  the  possibilities 
ahead  in  high  school,  and  how  to  plan  for  education  and  a 
job.  A  complete  battery  of  tests  will  furnish  the  needed  in- 
formation. On  the  high  school  level  we  have  had  scholastic 
ability  and  interest  tests.  Group  guidance  classes  are 
planned  for  all  senior  high  students  and  our  teachers  are 
working  on  study  units'.  "We  plan  to  cover  educational  plan- 
ning and  adjustment,  vocational  planning  and  adjustment, 
family  relationships,  effective  use  of  leisure  time,  develop- 
ment of  personality,  personal  values,  finances,  health,  and 
social  relationships.  Each  student  will  be  counseled  at  least 
once  each  year. 

WHAT  IS  PLANNED  IN  GUIDANCE  FOR  THIS 
SCHOOL  YEAR? 

A  basic  testing  program  has  been  designed  for  the 
guiidance  of  secondary  school  pupils  which  will  consist  of 
tests  of  occupational  interest,  scholastic  ability,  personal 
and  social  adjustment,  competency  in  basic  skills,  and  spe- 
cial aptitudes  and  abilities.  Occupational  information  will 
be  added  to  your  school  library  to  furnish  students  with 
material  for  research.  Since  field  trips  to  industry  are  al- 
most impossible  in  this  area  we  will  attempt  to  bring  rep- 
resentatives from  industry  to  our  school  for  a  meeting  with 
the  students  in  a  Career  Day.  Occupational  information  will 
also  be  furnished  by  showing  vocational  films. 
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An  occupational  survey  will  be  made  of  this  area  to 
determine  the  vocational  opportunities  open  for  our  young- 
people.  A  follow-up  survey  will  be  made  of  all  recent  grad- 
uates and  "drop-outs"  to  learn  how  adequately  we  are 
meeting  the  educational  needs  of  our  students.  We  must 
learn  what  our  past  graduates  are  doing  in  order  to  adapt 
our  studies  to  best  serve  the  needs  of  our  present  students. 
A  definite  attempt  will  be  made  to  assist  out  students  in 
placement  in  schools  and  work. 

WHAT  CAN  YOU  EXPECT  FROM  YOUR 
GUIDANCE  PROGRAM  ? 

We  are  making  a  serious  attempt  to  better  prepare 
our  students  for  an  adult  life.  They  will  know  the  real 
meaning  of  work  and  how  to  work  when  they  get  a  job.  In- 
struction will  be  given  in  job-getting  techniques.  Our 
students  will  be  taught  job  and  personal  adjustment.  The 
mental  and  physical  aspects  of  each  individual  will  be  ex- 
plored and  the  possibilities  made  clear  to  each  person.  A 
problem-solving  technique — a  method  of  logical  thinking — 
will  be  offered  each  student  to  help  him  cope  with  his  prob- 
lems in  the  most  complex  society  in  history.  To  accomplish 
this  task  we  need  complete  cooperation  between  teachers, 
parents,  officials,  and  students.  Our  objectives  are  high.  In 
spite  of  our  complete  seriousness  of  purpose,  complete  real- 
ization of  all  our  plans  may  not  come  in  one  short  year  but 
our  ground  work  will  be  laid  and  our  future  plans  can  be 
set  in  place  so  that  our  present  conception  of  the  value  of 
an  education  will  be  replaced  by  a  new  feeling  of  the  prac- 
ticality, the  usefulness  of  public  school  education. 

My  thanks  are  extended  to  the  people  in  your  town  and 
to  your  teachers  who  have  so  generously  welcomed  and  ac- 
cepted the  obligations  of  a  guidance  service  for  your  school 
department. 
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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 


There  are  a  total  of  113  pupils  participating  in  the  in- 
strumental field  at  Chatham  divided  as  follows: 


Chatham  has  a  well  balanced  orchestra  that  partici- 
pates in  many  school  and  community  functions.  Several  of 
the  pupils  are  members  of  the  Cape  Cod  Community  Band, 
the  Cape  Cod  Symphony,  the  New  England  Band  and  Orch- 
estra and  the  Massachusetts  State  Symphony  Orchestra. 

Mrs.  Nassi  is  giving  private  attention  to  all  beginners. 
Principal  Bassett  is  giving  us  all  the  needed  support  for 
which  we  are  grateful.  Mrs.  Eldredge  is  doing  fine  work 
with  the  teaching  of  elementary  notation  and  the  rhythm 
band.  Miss  Savage  is  very  much  interested  in  her  symphon- 
ette  work  and  is  kept  busy  after  school  by  the  pupils  who 
wish  to  study  at  it. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  Jr.  Community  Band  and  the 
Cape  Cod  Symphony  Orchestra  are  Chatham  students.  Tal- 
ented pupils  are  also  given  an  opportunity  to  participate  in 
the  State  and  New  England  Festival  'Concerts  and  contests. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  VOCAL  MUSIC 
Webster  W.  Tileston 

Vocal  music  continues  its  lead  in  popularity  by  the 
wholehearted,  enthusiastic  participation  and  cooperation  of 
the  grades  and  high  school  alike.  Students  are  realizing 
now  more  than  ever,  that  a  "singing  world"  is  indeed  a 
"happy  world"  and  that  there  is  something  deep  and  good 
in  concerted  music. 

Their  contagious  enthusiasm  is  spreading  even  more 
to  the  parents  and  friends  as  is  evidenced  by  the  zealous 
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response  and  spontaneity  of  all  at  each  and  every  occasion 
for  a  "community  sing." 

This  desire  for  group  singing  has  been  particularly 
noticeable  and  praiseworthy  at  the  many  club,  school  and 
social  functions  held  in  town,  and  exceptionally  so  in 
church  choir  participation  —  likewise  at  the  concerts  in 
which  the  town  band  has  played.  Everything  has  been 
warmly  received  and  the  community  singing  really  created 
an  atmosphere  of  good  cheer  and  good  will  that  cemented 
the  feelings  of  love,  peace  and  friendship  more  than  any- 
thing else  could  possibly  have  done. 

The  results  in  the  grades  are  particularly  gratifying 
and  I  have  nothing  but  praise  for  the  fine  work  each  grade 
teacher  has  done  in  music.  Each  class  has  a  large  repertoire 
of  songs,  the  children  sing  well,  they  show  that  they  love  it. 
Their  tones  are  fine,  and  problems  relating  to  rythm,  inter- 
vals, time  values  and  appreciation  in  general  are  well 
/  worked  out. 

In  summary,  I  can  best  repeat  two  sentences  from  my 
report  of  last  year :  Through  music  the  child  enters  a  world 
of  beauty,  expresses  his  inmost  self,  taste,  the  joy  of  cre- 
ating, widens  his  sympthies,  develops  his  mind,  refines  his 
spirit  and  adds  grace  to  his  body. 

Music,  like  many  other  things  worth  living  for  begins  in 
the  heart,  and  washes  away  from  the  soul  the  dust  of  every- 
day life. 


ART 

Margaret  Adele  Jarden,  Supervisor 

This  September  art  education,  with  a  new  supervisor, 
was  resumed  in  the  schools  of  Union  No.  21,  after  a  lapse  of 
one  year,  during  which  the  children  were  without  directed 
art  activity,  with  exception  of  that  carried  on  by  interested 
grade  teachers.  Art  work  was  dropped  entirely  for  all 
above  the  six  grade.  It  is  apparent  that  even  in  a  seemingly 
short  period  of  one  year,  ground  has  been  lost  in  this  sub- 
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ject.  To  keep  it  productive,  creative  expression  needs  con- 
tinuous experience  in  creative  activity. 

Being-  a  new  comer  to  the  schools  of  this  Union  much 
of  the  first  half  of  the  term  has  been  spent  in  discovering 
the  capacities  of  the  children  and  their  interests,  as  well  as 
the  methods  and  personalities  of  the  grade  teachers  with 
whom  one  works  closely.  The  latter  have  been  most  helpful 
and  cooperative  in  furthering  the  art  work.  The  children 
have  the  potential  capabilities  of  typical  American  child p  n. 
but  perhaps  have  not  reached  quite  as  high  level  of  accom- 
plishment, due  to  not  having  the  benefits  of  a  graded  course 
of  study  continuously  carried  on  over  a  period  of  years.  The 
progress  shown  in  the  field  of  music  verifies  the  value  of 
following  a  planned  course  without  interruption. 

To  be  welcomed  as  the  "drawing  teacher"  was  gratify- 
ing, but  made  one  realize  that  the  idea  might  still  prevail 
that  art  education  consists  of  drawing  only.  We  are  striving 
for  the  broader  conception,  that  of  art  as  it  exists  in  every- 
day life.  For  while  every  child  is  a  potential  creator,  he  is 
not  necessarily  a  producer  of  masterpieces,  but  he  is  the 
possessor  of  potential  abilities  that  are  the  means  of  enjoy- 
ing and  enriching  life  through  creative  experience.  The 
product  is  not  of  as  great  importance  as  is  the  process  in- 
volved in  the  release  of  creative  energy.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  day  may  come  when  art  education  will  continue  in  the 
same  way  as  does  mathematics,  throughout  the  school  years 
and  not  become  an  elective  subject  when  the  child  reaches 
high  school.  Owing  to  this,  we  produce  adults  with  sub- 
merged creative  powers  which  often  remain  latent  until 
possibly  in  later  life  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  turn  to 
hobbies  for  relaxation. 

"We  started  the  term  with  fairly  adequate  supplies  of 
paper,  watercolors,  and  crayons.  There  are,  however,  cer- 
tain basic  needs  that,  if  supplied,  would  make  it  possible  to 
broaden  the  scope  of  the  art  work.  First,  it  would  be  of 
great  help  to  have  at  hand  original  three-dimensional  source 
material  and  art  reference  books.  Lacking  direct  access  to 
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museums  through  class  visits  for  the  purpose  of  bringing 
book  information  to  life  through  visual  aids,  compensation 
may  be  made  in  rural  communities  by  bringing  museum 
material  to  the  schools.  The  educational  departments  of  the 
Boston  Museum,  New  York's  Museum  of  Modern  Art  and 
Metropolitan  Museum,  to  name  just  a  few,  have  worked 
out  excellent  travelling  exhibits  just  to  fill  such  needs.  In 
many  instances,  exhibits  may  be  obtained  for  small  fees,  and 
some  for  transportation  costs  only.  We  have  made  a  small 
start  in  bringing  some  of  these  to  the  schools  in  this  Union. 
Chatham  is  now  showing  an  exhibit  called  "Elements  of 
Design"  which  points  out  graphically  that  design  is  every- 
where about  us.  Supplementing  this  is  an  exhibit  of  textiles 
in  a  table  case,  both  of  which  were  gifts  to  the  beginning  of 
a  school  collection  by  several  interested  citizens.  It  is 
planned  to  set  aside  a  space  in  each  school  where  exhibits 
may  be  displayed,  so  that  every  child  and  interested  adult 
ma}^  see  them.  The  end  in  view  will  be  the  establishing  of 
school  museums,  as  has  been  done  in  many  schools. 

A  second  basic  need  is  for  tools  and  materials  for  work 
in  the  handcrafts.  Almost  nothing  has  been  done  in  this 
field  here.  Thirdly,  in  each  school  "there  is  needed  an  art 
room,  equipped  with  water,  storage  space  for  materials,  as 
well  as  the  proper  desks  and  benches  for  carrying  on  all 
manual  arts.  At  present,  Harwich  is  the  only  school  that  has 
an  art  room,  although  it  is  a  regular  school  classroom  with- 
out the  physical  necessities  mentioned.  To  sum  up  our 
objectives :  we  are  working  for  more  adequate  physical  en- 
vironment in  which  to  carry  on  this  subject  and  to  enlarge 
the  variety  of  creative  media  open  for  exploration  by  each 
child.  Then,  through  study  and  direct  contact  with  original 
arts  and  crafts  of  local,  national,  and  international  scope,  it 
is  hoped  that  there  may  be  awakened  in  the  child  an  atti- 
tude of  understanding  and  tolerance  for  the  creative  works 
of  his  world  neighbors,  an  attitude  that  may  carry  over  into 
the  future  citizens  of  a  "one  world." 
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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS 

H.  P.  Hopkins,  M.D.,  CM. 

In  conjunction  with  Dr.  Keene  and  the  School  Nurse, 
aided  by  an  efficient  group  of  volunteers,  all  children  in  the 
school  were  given  a  complete  physical  examination  during 
the  Fall  of  1946  and  Spring  of  1947.  A  small  variety  of 
defects  were  found,  and  referred  to  proper  personnel  for 
correction. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  was  not  a  single 
case  of  athletes  foot  found,  nor,  were  there  any  cases  of 
frank  malnutrition  in  the  entire  school  group. 

It  is  planned  to  continue  this  routine  examination  for 
the  year  1947  and  1948,  beginning  December  8  and  9. 

REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  PROGRAM 
FOR  CHATHAM  SCHOOL  FOR  1947

Yearly  physical  examinations  of  all  school  pupils  by 
Dr.  C,  H.  Keene  and  Dr.  H.  P.  Hopkins  are  being  given  in 
weekly  clinics  at  school.  Mrs.  Oscar  Doane,  Nurse's  Aide, 
very  kindly  assists  at  these  clinics. 

The  Dental  Clinic,  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health, 
was  held  for  four  clays  each  in  June  and  October.  One  hun- 
dred and  sixteen  children  of  the  first  six  grades  were  able 
to  take  advantage  of  this  clinic  for  examination  and  treat- 
ment, An  expanded  Dental  Program  which  would  give 
pupils  of  the  upper  six  grades  an  opportunity  for  treat- 
ment is  recommended. 

Nineteen  pre-school  children  were  given  physical  ex- 
aminations in  May  by  the  school  doctors  and  twelve  pre- 
school children  were  examined  at  the  Well  Child  Confer- 
ence in  June. 

The  Massachusetts  Vision  Testing  equipment  continue 
to  be  used  for  each  pupil.  Audiometer  Ear  Tests  have  been 
given  to  the  top  ten  grades.
